SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW DESCRIBING THE GENERAL NATURE OF WHAT WAS DISCUSSED: 

The examiner contacted the applicant, discussing potential allowance with proposed claim amendment. The examiner indicated 
that the recitation "at least (i) one or two amino acids" (line 7) still reads on functional variant, which may or may not share 
sequence similarity to the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:2, and suggested to eliminate the term "at least". The examiner also suggest, 
for claim 27, to add "variant of" after "the isolated" in line 3 since the claim depends on claim 26. Applicants agreed to consider the 
examiner's suggestions.
